MONDAY'S SHOOTING SCRAPE 

Shortly after 10:30 a. m., on Mon- 
day, the keen orack of a pistol shot 
•wan heard at the corner of Main 
and St. Clair streets, and peopl 
ran to their doors to ascertain the 
cause. 

Upon investigation it was found 
that Capt. Fred L. Gordon, Co. A., 
2d Regiment National Guards, had 
shot Mr. Charles Snow, low down 
in the abdomen, on the left side.

AN OUTING IN KENTUCKY. 

As requested, I hand you sketch 
of recent outing of myself and 
family in Kentucky, including trip 
up Kentucky river and to Cumber- 
land Gap. On the 17th ult., we left 
Louisville at 8 o 'cock p. DO. on the 
steamer "Falls City," for Carroll- 
ton, Ky.. 62 miles up the Ohio, and 
from thence up the!Kentucky river, 
to Valley View. ITfi miles from the 
mouth of the river, and the head of 
navigation —making the round trip 
from Louisville, nearly 600 miles. 
There were about 150 persons on 
the boat, including parties from 
Louisville, Shelbyville, Taylors- 
ville and other points in Kentucky, 
Indianapolis. Columbia. Madison, 
Vevay, New Albany, Paoli. and 
other points in Indiana, and Paris, 
Illinois. It was a crowd of ladies 
and genltemen— the rowdy element 
being noticeably absent, and if there 
was one of the crowd who did not 
thoroughly enjoy the entire trip, 
that fact was not made known. On 
account of the orowd, we were 
somewhat, cramped for room, but 
we found the officials of the boat 
throughout so gentlemanly, clever 
and obliging that those little dis- 
comforts were overlooked and for- 
gotten. To Dr. Lawrence, Superin- 
tendent of the line, Captain Wol- 
Edmonson and 
Doyle, and, especially so to Captain 
Wolverton, we are under obligations 
r courtesies shown us. 
I had seen and crossed the Ken- 
icky river at various points, from 
s headwaters in the mountains, to j 
s mouth, but not until this trip did 
I have any conception of its scenic 
beauties— flowing as it does through 
deep glens, narrow can (y ions and 
picturesque gorges, overlooked by j 
castellated and cavernous rooks, 
and a rich vegetation of almost 
tropical luxuriance. The scenio 
beauties of the route are indesorib- 
kble and must be seen to be under- 1 
tood and enjoyed. It is claimed 
that they far excel those seen upon 
the "Majestic Hudson." They are 
certainly sufficient to satisfy the 
most exacting critic. There are 
many points of commanding inter 
est along the route— too many to at- 
tempt to notice all, so I will con- 
fine myself to the few, and chief 
among them, next to the canyon 
scenery between Frankfort and 
Valley View, are the locks and 
dams, eight in number, completed, 
In the ereotion of which, for the 
improvement of the navigation of 
the river, the U. S. Government 
has, already, expended about two 
millions of dollars, and is now en- 
gaged in building two more, by 
means of which boats will be en- 
abled to reach Beattyvllle, 2B1 miles 
from the mouth of the river. The 
raising of the boat while ascending, 
and lowering it while descending, 
the river, by means of these locks 
and dams, was always an interest- 
ing event to old and young alike. 

Frankfort, the captial of Ken- . 
tuoky, is a quaint old city of some I 
12,000 inhabitants, surrounded by! 
towering bills that overlook thei 
oitv and river, and on one of the 
highest Of which is situated the 
cemetery, in which Daniel Boone 
and other celebrities ar-- buried.

Upon returning to Louisville 
from our Kentucky river trip, my- 
self and daughters boarded the 
mountain train of the L. & N. for 
a trip to historic Cumberland Gap, 
at the junction of the three States, 
i Kentucky, Tennessee and Virginia, 
! where we arrived in time for sup- 
per at the famous Middlesborougb 
Hotel Friday evening. The bad 
i condition of the road up the moun- 
tain made it impossible for us to 
I reach the "Pinnacle,' 
stands three thousand fi 
] the valley below, but we procured 
I a mountain wagon and team, 
! driven by Uncle Jim, an old time 
darkey, who was there with the 
49th Ind. during the early part of 
the war, and remembered Col. Jim 
Kegman (Kegwln) and many of 
the boys of the regiment. Uncle 
Jim drove us up into the "Gap,'' 
which cuts through the range of 
mocctalns, and is half a mile 
aorosB from crest to crest of the 
mountain, and gives passage to a 
highway. From the "Gap," we 
drove down the Virginia road, 
which runs along the side of the 
mountain, past the entrance to 
King Solomon's Cave, a great nat- 
ural curiosity, from which flows a 
strong stream of pure, ice cold 
water that is carried in pipes down 
the mountain side to the town of 
Cumberland Gap, Tennessee, hun- 
dreds of feet below in the valley. 
Atfer a considerable drive up into 
Virginia, we crossed into Tennessee 
and took dinner at the town of 
Cumberland Gap, with an old com- 
rade of the 4th Term. Infantry, 
proprietor of the Miller Hotel, after 
which we drove to "Harrogate 
relic of the boom days in
